A Chieago necount says: What is
probably the highest mountain elimb-
ing yet accomplished by man has been
done within the last three weeks in the

Himalayas by a party under the lead ofi

one Mr. Conway. In the great cluster
of mountains comprising the Mustagh
range, at the junction of the Hindu
Kush and Himalayan systems, Mr.
Conwsay and his fellows managed to at-
tain a height of 23,000 feet upon a pre-
viously unexplored crest, which they
named |Pioneer peak. This height,
which is said to be considerably above
the best well-authenticated ascent yet
made, did not seem intolerably cold or
nirless to the climbers, and had not
their provisions given ont they would
have gone 1,000 feet higher. Mr. Con-
way started from a point in Little

Thibet and ascended the Baltoro glacier,

discovering that the shape and size of
that river of ice is not at all ag repre-
At
the head of the glacier he found a loity
peak, also unknown to the maps, which
he has named the Golden Throne.
From the altitude of 23,000 feet Mr.
Conway was enabled to correct some
important points of geographical in-
formation as to the location and height
of Great peak. According to his report
this peak does not seem inaccessible nor
$ven amazingly difficult. As it is 28,-
278 feet high, about five thousand feet
above Mr. Conway's highest ascent, it
offers splendid opportunities for ambi-
fous mountain-climbers.

OUR NATIVE LAND.

Columbus Day in The Dalles—The Ex-

ercises, Proeession, ete.

Yesterday, all over the Pacific coast,
and so far as we have been able to learn,
for that matter all over the continent,
was a day of beauty, and all nature sang
praises to the name of Columbus, and
our native land.

The entire  population of America
was assembled in honor of the day, and
the population of The Dalles was none
the least of these to do homeage to the
discoverer of Our Native Land.

According to arrangement the public
schools of the city had 2 most excellent
programme. At the grammer school
building the main room was packed
with pupils, parents, and visitors, before
the hour of commencement, and the
overflow sought the shade of treesin the
vard.

The hall was beautifully decorated,
and upon the blackboards were numer-
ous appropriate sentiments and designs,
not the lenst of which was a drawing
of the Santa Maria, ander fall sail.

The picture of the Santa Maria, the
Pinta and Nina, the small fleet of Col-
umbus, drawing near to the strange land
whose stranger people stood on the shore

awaiting them, is one which no Ameri- |

can can consider without a thrill of ad-
miration and of marveling.

In all the glory of tropieal sunshine,
gently careering over the blue water
with sails gleaming, colors flying and
the symbol of the cross marking the sig-
nificance of the event, the three weird,
bird-like objects drew nearer to the
beach; then the chains rattled, the -an-
chors plunged to the sand below and the
event was an accomplished fact.

Sixty-nine days had elapsed since the
admiral and his squadron had sailed out
of Palos; but from this number must be
taken the twenty-five days during which
they were delayed at the Canary islands
completing their outfit, o that they had
been forty-four days on their eventful
voyage between the sailing from Palos,
Spain, on August 3d, and the landing on
Guanahani, or Watling’s island (as is
generglly conceded), on October 12th,
according to the revision the 21st.

Columbus was now well advanced in
life, nearly sixty, and for almosta third

| of that period he had been hanging about
| the conrts of the European monarchs,
'cap in hand, trying 1o awaken sufficient

KILLED AT A SWITCH.

A Union Pacific Brakeman Meefs Death

Rirany, Oct. 24.—Nick Chambers, a
Union Pacific brakeman, was run over
by a freight train and instantly killed st
this place yesterday morning, The aec-
cident was similar to the one which
happened on the Northern Pacific in
Spokane several weeks ago. Chambers
was helping the others of the train crew
in switching some loaded cars at 5:10 a.
m., and ran along the track in advance
of the train as it was being backed ont of
a siding, for the purpose of throwing a
switch. As he approached the switch
his foot canght between the rail proper
and the guide rail which is usually
placed in guch places, He fell upon his
face lengthwise along the rail and be-
fore he could move from his perilous
position the train was upon him. The
wheels strock his foot and in passing
along his leg the body was pushed off
the rail and the wheels passed over both
hipa. A fellow-brakeman was on the
rear car and saw the wheels strike the
prostrate man, but could not stop the
train intime to save him and by the
time he reached him death had relieved
him from his agony. Chambers was 28
years of age, unmarried, and was con-
sidered one of the beigt brakemen of the
road. When the body was gearched

$750 was found on his person.

TEHICKS ON THE TRADE.

A Bhrewd Stranger Swindles Soveral
Spokane Merchaots.

An unknown man, well dressed and of
gentiemanly benring, has been playing a
rather shrewd game among the business
men of the city during the past week,
endeavoring to secure from them sums
ranging from £10 to $25 on a scheme
which has been worn out by the sharp-
ers of the larger cities of the east.

The strunger arrived here last week,

but where Le hoarded during his stay
here is not known, for though he seemed
to be thoronghly familiar with the city
he bhad no intimate gequaintaoces nor
did he wish to form any. He did his
work qunietly nnd it was not until he
left the city that the chief of police
learned that he had been here. During
his stay, however, he ia said to have
canght &« number of merchants for small
amonnte, and as many of his vietims
would rather loge the money than have
it known that they had been victimized.
they did not notily the authorities until
it was too Iate to catch the alleged
eharper.
* The man’s game wss an ancient one;
and some of those approached by him
had had experience with similar
gchemes, and of course gave him not
only a cold refusal, but in one instance
fired him bodily from their office. The
stranger’'s mode of operation waa wvery
simple and when backed by his remark-
able nerve and easy flow of language
was almost always successfnl when tried
on the uninitiated.

He invariably carried a Jarge, band-
somelv-bound book, and entering a bus-
iness house he would request an aandi-
ence with the proprietor. This, of
course, he easily gecared. Opening the
book, he would display to the head of
the firm a large advertisement of that
business bouse, pluced prominently in
the middle of a page. His invariable
remark a8 he showed the adverticement
was, ‘‘How does that please you?”

The surprised merchant wounld, of
coarse, ask by whose authority the ad-
vertisement had been inserted. It was
then the stranger’s play to pretend to be
purprised, and he uvsually played his
part well. He wonld explain that the
“‘ad" had been ordered by some member
of the firm and that he held a bill
against the firm for 10, $15 or $25 ac-
cording to the size of the ““ad.”” Then
would follow an explanstion of the mer-
ita of the book, which was eaid to be a
directory of only the relinble firms of
the community and which wonld be gen-
ernlly circulated throughont the state.
In most cases the result would be that
the merchant would forget that be had
not ordered the advertisement and
would pay the bill, in consideration of
being classed among the leading firms of
the city and state.

This little scheme did not work with
ali the merchants, however, and the
stranger met with a rather warm recep-
tion at some of the places which he vis-
ited.
